McMILLAN STOCKS 


| first met Gale McMillan at a 
registered match at the Wichita Club in 
the mid-1960’s. He and brother Pat, the 
barrel maker, are deeply involved in 
building rifle components for the 
benchrest rifle and other forms of shoot- 
ing. As part of a project with a bench ri- 
fle that will be reviewed here at some 
future date | had my first experience with 
stocking in fiberglass. It was also my 
first contact with a McMillan stock. 

Gale currently supplies several types 
of stocks — a light and a heavy varmint 
type, a hunter class number, a series that 
is shaped similar to the Remington 700 
for hunting, silhouette and varmint hunt- 
ing rifles. He also makes a series for 
prone and position, small bore and big 
bore rifles. The line offers something for 
everyone. 

The stock that | ordered was for a light 
varmint rifle. Its weight as received was 
1 pound, 14 ounces. It is designed to sit 
on sandbags with perfect stability. The 
forearm is 2 3/4 inches wide. Total 
length of the blank is 31 inches. The butt 
area is made in such a manner that it can 
be cut off to change pull. |-didn’t cut off 
any and ended up with a 13 1/2 inch pull, 
which | prefer for this class of rifle. Some 
shooters like something shorter. Of 
course the more you shorten it the more 
weight is saved for barrel, action and 
scope. This blank could have been shor- 
tened a full inch if desired. Pull could 
have been increased by addition of a 
butt plate or building up with Bondo 
auto body putty. 

With the stock came a sheet of recom- 
mended steps to bed and finish it pro- 
perly. Gale and Pat had both told me in 
advance that the first fiberglass stock 
job would be the most trouble and after 
that, it was a snap. After finishing the 
job, | can vouch for that. The first time 
around it takes a little time to figure out 
just what step should be taken next and 
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what to expect. Learning what is necess- 
ary to cut out for action fit and finishing 
just takes a little experience. The in- 
struction sheet with the stock is 
seemingly short and sweet. After all, 
complete volumes of text have been 
written on the fine art of getting a wood 
stock put on arifle. Fiberglass is a whole 
new ball game. Those who wouldn't, or 
shouldn’t, think about stocking a rifle in 
wood can do a first class job with 
fiberglass. For one thing; if you goof on 
a cut on a wood stock, you have a major 
hicky that is going to show under the 
finish regardless of what you do to cor- 
rect it. With fiberglass, you dig out the 
Bondo and in a few minutes the hicky is 
filled and sanded. 

Step four on the sheet with the stock 
says,: “Smooth seam lines and fill large 
imperfections with Bondo Auto Body 
Putty.” Can you imagine, step four and 
all the bedding preparation — and bed- 
ding, has been completed. As for ‘‘large 
imperfections’, there were none. No 
bubbles or voids of any great size ap- 
peared on the outside of the blank. 
Some Bondo was used to shape the butt 
as desired but, as far as the rest of the 
stock was concerned, there were no im- 
perfections that needed filling with put- 
ty. The very minor flaws were nicely 
filled with primer during the painting 
phase of the project. Don’t buy the 
gallon size of Bondo. All you need is the 
pint size if you can find it. 

The instruction sheet tells all that 
needs to be known about finishing the 
outside; the priming and paint job. Du- 
Pont Platinum primer and a DuPont 
Acrylic Lacquer are recommended. The 
only other items needed for the job are a 
sheet or two of 220 open cut paper and 
some 400 wet and dry paper. Finally, you 
probably have some auto rubbing com- 
pound and wax laying around to finish 
the job. 

We see some really wild stocks 
around at matches these days with col- 


ors of all sorts plus pinstriping and other 
fancy stuff. I’m somewhat hampered by 
tradition at this point and settled for a 
deep metallic brown. If the thought of 
using auto paint on the stock leaves you 
a little cold and you don’t care to tackle 
the job, any local auto body shop can do 
it for you. The more preparation you 
complete the less it will cost. If the auto 
body fella happens to be a gun nut you'll 
find all kinds of interest in the project. 

The bedding is a snap to complete as 
are the cuts for the loading port and bolt 
handle. A Dremel Moto-Tool is just the 
ticket for this activity. | have a Foredom 
flexible shaft which is even better 
because of the higher power. A small 
fine-cut rotary file makes short work of 
the job. A few small files in coarse and 
fine cuts are needed to form openings as 
is fine sandpaper to smooth up things 
before painting. 

The action on my rifle was a ‘‘glue-in” 
so the only cut that was necessary down 
through the stock was for the trigger. 
This was completed by first setting up 
the stock in the drill press and drilling 
several holes to hog out the opening. 
The operation was finished with a file. 
The trigger guard was inletted using the 
flex-shaft and a small flat end rotary file 
operated at low speed. | got it done with- 
out any bad cuts. Two aluminum plugs 
that were drilled and tapped were inlet- 
ted and epoxied in place. Two allen head 
screws hold the trigger guard in place at 
the two aluminum plugs. 

If you prefer to bed in the conventional 
manner the instruction sheet covers that 
in step one. The blank is made in a mold 
and everything is perfectly aligned. Get- 
ting the action screws dead center in the 
middle of the stock is a snap. The mold 
seams down the center of the blank are a 
perfect guide. One inch pillars of Dev- 
con around the screw holes are recom- 
mended to prevent crushing of the stock 
material.

CAST BULLET PLEASURE 


The short necked .308 has its 
shortcomings with cast bullets of all 
styles; especially if one uses a long 
bullet for hunting. A long cast bullet pro- 
perly seated in this caliber will necessi- 
tate having one or two grease grooves 
exposed. Unless the hunter can handle 
his ammunition in some unique manner 
to avoid contaminating the exposed lube 
with dirt or grit he may likely run this 
bore scratching matter into his barrel. 

Suppose we lube only the groove or 


this issue. They serve this function very 
nicely.) R.R.M. 

If the action, or barrel, is glued-in two 
holes must be drilled through the stock 
in line with the pins which hold the trig- 
ger in the action. This allows the trigger 
to be removed during the glue-in pro- 
cess, and at any time in the future for 
trigger adjusting or cleaning. This is 
rather non-critical because if the initial 
holes drilled do not line up perfectly, the 
holes can be enlarged so things do line 
up perfectly. Correct the errors with 
Bondo. 

To prevent any canting of the action 
during the glue-in of the action, Gale 
recommends that a short, headless 
screw be placed into the front guard 
screw hole and inletted in the bedding 
area. This is left in the action when the 
final glue-in is completed. | didn’t follow 
that procedure. | left the trigger in the 
action while getting everything lined up 
and, once satisfied that everything was 
proper, removed the trigger during the 
hardening period. The small amount of 
epoxy that got on the trigger was easily 
removed before hardening with savasol. 
Many other solvents would have worked 
just as well as a cleaning agent. 

If you just don’t want any part of doing 
your own work and want a fiberglass 
stock installed on your current hot 
bench or hunting rifle Gale will take 
care of that for you. He offers this, and 
other services.

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grooves within the case neck leaving the 
exposed grooves bare? That certainly 
would be fine except that there is the 
risk of leading the bore. 

Some rifles will do nicely with this 
method (Alox 50-50 recommended) 
while other will foul the tube badly. 

All of this perhaps has to do with the 
style of bullet in relation to the bore- 
groove diameter, number of grooves and 
rate of twist. The idea which | set forth 
here is to avoid all this hit or miss and 
not use ANY lube on the bullet at all. 

This method is not original. | don’t 
know how many of you riflemen have 
used it or heard of it but it works for me 
and for others with whom | have corres- 
ponded across Canada. 

The lubricant is not applied to the 
bullet—but behind it and is separated 
from the powder charge by a ball of 
Dacron or Kapok fiber, (3/4 grain will 
suffice in most loads). This is tampped in 
on the powder. On top of that put about 3 
grains weight of Multi-Purpose Lithium 
grease (use no other); obtainable at any 
auto supply store or service station. The 
ball of fiber will prevent the lube from 
contaminating the powder charge. 

To determine the proper amount of 
lube for each case | suggest that you 
proceed as follows! Obtain a small 
plastic squeeze bottle having a cap with 
a tiny exit hole. Fill this with the Multi- 
Purpose lithium grease. (Mine is a dis- 
carded RCBS case lubricant dispenser). 
Next, weigh a small piece of clean white 
paper on your powder scale. Now 
remove the paper and squeeze out a thin 
trail of grease onto the paper about 1/2” 
long. Place this back on the scale and 
weigh it. Let’s say that the total weight is 
7 grains. You’ve noted that the paper 
alone weighed 4 grains, so that makes 3 
grains of grease. Okay . . . that’s fine. 
Which means that if you lay out a trail of 
grease approximately 1/2” long you will 
be getting 3 grains of grease. Shorten or 
lengthen the trail of grease accordingly. 

Now when you have assembled your 
loads with primer, powder and Dacron or 
Kapok ball snugly on the powder, lay out 
a sheet of clean white paper and 
squeeze out the length of grease you

have found to be about 3 grains. Take a 
charged case and simply scoop up the 
little trail of grease into the case neck. 
Do the same with each charged case... 
lay out the length of grease and scoop it 
up into the case neck. Now seat all of 
your bullets. That’s all there is to it. Now 
you can really handle those loaded 
rounds of cast bullets without dislodging 
any lubricant from the grooves and with- 
out fear of getting dirt and grit into the 
lube. 

You can proudly show your cast bullet 
loads to your shooting pals and show 
what a nice job of casting you have 
done, the bands filled out square and 
sharp to the edges. With the lube all 
contained within the case you can take a 
cloth and with a bit of a twist give those 
leaden slugs a nice shine. Whee! 

How will they shoot? Just great for 
hunting and target practice! My loads, 
and those of my shooting companions 
and others with whom | have corres- 
ponded, run about 1 1/2-2’’ at 100 yds. 
with several groups reported at under 
1”. 

You will no doubt have to experiment 
with the powder charge, amount of fiber, 
whether Dacron or Kapok and, perhaps, 
more or less lithium grease. The average 
amount of this grease found to be best is 
about 3 grains. 

In my .308, 1-12 twist, 43 grs. no. 4831, 
3/4 gr. Dacron fiber and 3 grs. lithium 
grease behind the Lyman no. 308291 gas 
check bullet, cast very hard, will group 
into 1 1/2” most consistently. Another 
reduced load with 12 grs. no. 4759 and 1 
gr. Dacron with the lithium will group 
likewise with a pleasant reduction in 
recoil for target practice. I’m never too 
careless in handling these unlubed 
bullet cartridges. | never throw them 
willy-nilly into the pocket of my hunting 
jacket which may contain bits of tobacco 
or bread crumbs. 

Some of this may become wedged into 
the grooves, but the chances of carrying 
this or other unwanted matter into the 
barrel is far less than with greasy bullets. 

These hidden-lube-loads are really a 
joy to handle and they shoot great. Try it 
... you'll like it! 


Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene

Dear Ann: 

As you know, we do not have organized rimfire benchrest in the U.S. You touched 
on this subject in your March, 1977 P.S. column, commenting on rifle weight, scope 
power and stock dimensions and in your August, 1977 column you listed a few .22LR 
rimfire results. 

Since you asked for suggestions, perhaps you might sometime consider an arti- 
cle devoted exclusively to .22LR benchrest. 

Of particular interest would be more data on the rifles — manufacturers, barrels, 
actions and stock woods and/or plastics. Do .22LR shooters experiment with their 
equipment or do they shoot it as off the shelf? How did the 3.5 kilos weight limit, the 
2.25” stock width limit and the 6X scope limit come about? Would a Winchester 52 or 
Remington 40X satisfy the Australian rules? 

What about ammo? Has any particular commercial brand been best? Does any- 
one disassemble, then reload .22LR ammo using different powder or bullets to get bet- 
ter precision? 

Are all .22LR matches five shots fired from 50 and 100 meters? Are the results 
shown in your August, 1977 column in MOA from 50, 100 meters or an aggregate 
result from both? Why do Australian center fire benchrest shooters fire at 100 and 200 
yards, the archaic U.S. distances? | thought Australia was all metric! 

Do you think that eventually some of the technical advances in equipment, ammo 
and technique made by the center fire bench resters will translate over into .22LR 


bench shooting? Is a big “position” .22LR better? 
This note has somehow evolved into a rambling letter. Accordingly, I'll quit and

In response to this letter from fellow 
Precision Shooting writer, Al Angerman, 
| would like to use this column to answer 
some of the questions raised by Al with 
regard to .22LR Rimfire Benchrest. 

Although the class is not shot 
stateside the mere mention of it in a cou- 
ple of previous issues has aroused in- 
terest, | did not realize until typing time 
came around that Al’s questions had 
prompted me to write so much. | may 
have to serialize the episode. 

When the class specifications were 
first formulated the stock width was the 
neat 2” (5cm) but in 1975, after a year of 
evaluation, the width was increased to 
2.25” (5.75cm) maximum. The move was 
made because a couple of factory made 
stocks, and | know the Vostock was one, 
were hovering perilously close to the 2”

mark where another coat of finish could 
make them liable for disqualification. 
The weight limit of 7 pounds 12 
ounces was decided upon after the late 
Harry Madden carried out extensive ex- 
periments mating various factory rifles 
with as many brands of scopes as he 
could get his hands on. The heaviest 
combination was a 4-12 Pecar with a 
bridge mount on a J.G. Anchutz 504 that 
tipped the scales at 7 pounds 11 ounces. 
The underlying thought on the weight 
limitation was always to keep the class 
confined to the Sporting and hunting 
type rimfire and away from the target 
type .22’s that are used in the domain of 
the Smallbore shooter. Attempts were 
made in 1976 and 1977 to increase the 
weight limit but the majority of states 
were against such a move and the mo- 


tion was defeated. 

As to why asix power scope limit | will 
venture two opinions. As some may dis- 
agree with the first, | suggest it be taken 
in a light-hearted manner. Until 1972 our 
Light Varmint had a twelve power limit 
with the Sporter at six. Then the Light 
Varmint went unlimited in an effort to 
standardize with the American organia- 
tion’s specifications. The move left ten 
and twelve power scopes in glut propor- 
tions with shooters either selling them 
off or having Wally Siebert attend to one 
of his fine conversion jobs. In 1973 the 
decision was made to increase Sporter 
to a twelve power magnification limit 
which left the six in excess. The in- 
troduction of the .22LR Rimfire Bench- 
rest class almost immediately overcame 
the problem. 

On a more realistic note the whole 
purpose of the class was to serve as an 
introduction to group shooting and was 
aimed almost solely at the newcomer — 
especially the young — either school 
age or just out of it. Six power scopes 
were relatively cheap and if the shooter 
was not addicted to the sport he was pot 
stuck with an expensive scope that was 
useless to him when he went after rab- 
bits. 

When the class first saw the light of 
day shooters graced the benches for the 
rare match with their favorite bush rim- 
fire but over the past couple of years 
more custom rifles have began to ap- 
pear. Barrels such as McMillan, Hart and 
Douglas have appeared. A couple have 
sleeved their actions. Lyman’s 6XP has 
graced the majority of rifles. 99% of the 
shooters are still using the original fac- 
tory stock but a few have spliced pieces 
to the forend for stability. It should be 
noted at this point that Rimfire barrels 
are more expensive than their centrefire 
counterparts in Australia. To explain — 
an Australian manufacturer is producing 
a rimfire barrel and to encourage the 
Australian made product a tariff protec- 
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tion is in existence which means the im- 
port duty on rimfire barrels is considera- 
bly higher than on other rifled tubes. 

The first person to move away from the 
off the shelf weapon was David Alland 
who currently holds the majority of Na- 
tional records in the .22LR Rimfire class. 
David, as an 18 year old apprentice, tra- 
veled to the 1975 Nationals in Brisbane 
expressly to compete in the inaugural ti- 
tle; but only after some heavy work in the 
previous six months. 

In 1974 David had a Brno Model 2 but 
by April 1975 the only resemblance was 
the action. The barrel was replaced with 
a Douglas Chrome Moly and the action 
was modified to include a recoil lug fit- 
ted to the front. He had this work carried 
out by W. Marden and Son. The trigger 
was improved by Tom Brummel who 
replaced the hard spring with one from 
the choke of a motor bike carbueretor 
and the stock was replaced with one 
made by David’s own hand. It has a flat 
forend and a butt not unlike that of a 40X 
Remington. The way David shot indi- 
cates that the rifle surpassed his expec- 
tations as he not only won the class but 
the 100 Yd. Aggregate and the 100 Yd. 
Smallest group of the match award as 
well. He established records that have 
defied shooters for two years. The rifle is 
still an accurate piece as David loaned 
the gear to Marco Seider for the 1977 
Nationals and Marco was second in the 
class and won the 100 Yd. Aggregate. 

Only now are other shooters looking 
to modify the standard rifles. The next 
year or two could see big improvements 
in the class. To answer Al on what weap- 
ons would satisfy the Aussie rules all | 
can say is that providing the weight, 
stock width and scope limitations are 
met in company with a safe manually 
operated trigger and an 18” minimum 
barrel length the rifle meets the specifi- 
cations. 

To illustrate the types of rifles cur- 
rently being used in the class the follow- 
ing is a breakdown of the Top Ten from 
the 1977 Nationals equipment list: 

Actions: 4 J.G. Anchutz, 2 Sportco, 1 
each Brno, Sako and Remington and 
one used a Brno modified by Marden 
and Son. 

Barrels: 4 Anchutz, 2 Sportco, 1 each 
for Douglas, Brno, Sako and Remington. 

Scopes: 6 used Lymans, and one each 
of Weaver, Pecar, Bushnell and Nikko. 

Ammunition: 8 competitors used Eley 
either Red, Black or Club and 2 competi- 
tors failed to mention a brand. 

From the breakdown it is clear that 
Eley is the most popular brand of am- 
munition and to date nobody has admit- 
ted dismembering the factory ammuni- 
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tion and reloading so one can only 
deduce that shooters in the class use 
rimfire rounds straight from the box. 

The match is shot at 50 metres and 100 
yards but all aggregates are expressed 
in M.O.A. The formula for the 100 Yd. ag- 
gregate is to add groups and divide by 
five as for the centrefire classes. For the 
50 metre aggregate add the groups, dou- 
ble the result and then divide by the five. 
The class aggregate is the addition of 
the two range aggregates divided by 
two. 

As for Al’s final question, of: ‘Do | 
consider that the technical advances in 
equipment, etc. made in the centrefire 
classes will flow on,’ | volunteer two 
answers that are as far apart as the 
poles. The first is affirmative as 
benchresters take any rifle project and, 
by their very nature, will do their dam- 
nedest to make it shoot tighter. They im- 
prove every aspect of the weapon and 
ammunition to achieve that end. 

The second answer is not a direct no 
but | doubt if the ultimate development 
can be realized in Australia unless at- 
titudes toward the class change. At the 
moment more matches are required, 
especially at a branch level, as the Asso- 
ciation can only hold one National 
championship and states can only hold 
one State championship in the class. 
Newcomers can only come from the 
grass root level of branches. 

Without move matches the majority of 
shooters are not going to devote much 
time and money on experimentation with 
Rimfires as they do with centrefires just 
to take part in an event that is held vir- 
tually only at the Nationals. With the 
number of classes held over the Easter 
period for the Nationals rimfire is held 
on a day when the majority of the varmint 
class competitors are on their way home. 
Competitors have had enough shooting 
in the four previous days to last them a 
month. This atmosphere does not help to 
promote the class at all.

Sierra stated emphatically that their 
bullets were ‘‘as identically matched 
as microscopic inspection and preci- 
sion machinery could make them.”

Lyman 
announced production of a 30X Super 
targetspot scope. Sam Clark checked 
one out on the range and said it had 
“depth.”” Hornady pushed his spire 
point bullets as being the latest and 
greatest in projectile design. 

The Valley Bench Rest Shooters of 
California held their final match of the 
1952 season. Twelve half-frozen con- 
testants fired a 200 yard course of five, 
5 shot groups in one sitting of 52 
minutes! They took a break whenever 
anyone thoughNt it was necessary to do 
a little cleaning. After all it was chilly 
and rain threatened the event. Frank 
Hempsted, one of the early manufac- 
turers of bullet swaging dies, won a 12 
pound turkey for his closest to center 
(pin-wheel) shot. 

Bench rest shooters grew to 900 in 
number. Considering that there are 
about 2500 now (and five classes com- 
pared to only one) our growth in 25 
years has not been explosive.

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Remington Designs A New 
Bench Rest Cartridge 


Noted as the leading innovator in am- 
munition development for the past 
quarter of a century, Remington Arms 
Company, Inc., has taken another 
unusual step in ammunition design for 
1978. 

The company has announced a new 
22 caliber wildcat bench rest cartridge 
and registered it with the Sporting Arms 
and Ammunition Manufacturers’ In- 
stitute as the 22 Remington Bench Rest. 
The cartridge will not be produced as a 
factory round, but Remington will 
manufacture and distribute all necessary 
components except powder. 

Remington has taken this unusual 
step because the 22 Remington Bench 
Rest is an unusual cartridge, one of ma- 
jor potential value to bench rest com- 
petitors and one that has already pro- 
duced a new world record in unlimited 
class bench rest competition. 

Early in 1977, Jim Stekl, a bench rest 
competitor and a member of 
Remington’s research department, set 
the record at a match in Johnstown, N.Y. 
He used a 22 Remington BR case loaded 
with .224’” Remington bench rest bullets. 
The rifle chambered for the round was 
custom built on a Remington Model 
40-XB action. Stekl’s record came from 
an average group size of .1776” for five, 
5-shot groups at 100 yards. 

For some years, bench rest shooters 
have been experimenting with, and ob- 
taining outstanding accuracy from, 
wildcat cartridges of relatively short 
length in relation to their diameter. 
Several wildcats of such short, chunky 
design were based on the 5.56 x 39 or 
220 Russian case. However, the short 
supply of the brass and.the odd head 
size of this case unmatched to American 
rifle bolt faces posed serious limitations. 

The 22 Remington BR eliminates 
these problems. It was produced by 
shortening a .308 case, pushing back 
the shoulder and increasing its angle, 
and necking it down to 22 caliber. 
Another major difference from a stand- 
ard .308 case is a smaller primer hole 
that takes a small rifle primer rather than 
the large rifle primer normally used with 
the .308 factory round. Overall case 
length is 1.520” and the shoulder angle 
is 30 degrees. 

It appears, among other possible fac- 
tors, that a shorter, thicker column of 
powder behind a sharp case shoulder, 
and ignited by the less violent flash of a 
small rifle primer, provides more uniform 
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ignition and a greater percentage of the 
powder being burned in the barrel 
chamber rather than farther down the 
bore. This seems to produce greater 
uniformity of velocity from round to 
round, an essential element of superior 
accuracy. 

As the basic ingredient of the new 
cartridge, Remington will supply 
straight, untapered .308 cases with a 
small rifle primer hole. Remington No. 7 
1/2 small rifle primers have long been 
highly popular with bench resters. 
Bullets available from Remington will in- 
clude the same .224”, 52-grain version 
used by Jim Stekl for his world record. 
The same case, necked down to 6mm, 
can also be combined with Remington’s 
new 6mm 68-grain bench rest bullet. 
Forming dies for both the 22 caliber and 
6mm rounds are commercially available. 

Remington will also chamber the 
Model 40 XB-BR bench rest rifle for the 
22 Remington BR cartridge. The rifle will 
be supplied with a 20-inch barrel to fall 
within light varmint class weight limita- 
tions and a 24-inch barrel for the heavy 
varmint class. 

Components for the 22 Remington BR 
will be available January 1. Model 40 XB- 
BR rifles are supplied by special order.

PRODUCT REPORT 
Adamowicz 
Fiberglass Stocks 


During the summer of 1977 Bob 
Adamowicz started marketing a fiber- 
glass stock for sleeved actions. This 
stock has provision for the bedding of a 
sleeved action shaped in the molded 
stock. 

Built as light as possible, to allow 
maximum metal, this stock appears to be 
well made and serviceable. | did not 
have time to use one for a rifle but my 
sample exhibited a better than average 
surface finish. 

One of the major complaints with 
regard to the glass stock is the fact that 
there are too many holes to fill. Bob’s 
stock was rather smooth although there 
were a few waves to be found when 
looking down the side of the stock. No 
chore as a bit of body filler will iron this 
situation out rapidly. 

Bob indicated to me that the stock was 
not intended for a conventional bedding 
job as the area under the action is not 
filled with a hard material. Foam is all 
that can be seen under the action. Glue- 
ins work well, however. 

Having no opportunity to bed or finish 
one of these stocks | am unable to give a 
complete report. Initial observation 
reveals nothing out of the ordinary and it 
is our suspicion that these stocks will 
serve their intended purpose quite 
nicely. The weight loss achieved by 
keeping the area under the action free of 
heavy material will be appreciated by 
some. 

If the purchaser of this stock wishes to 
do a conventional bedding job all that 
has to be done is to open up the area 
under the action and insert a solid filler 
material. The Seely Masker bedding pil- 
lars mentioned in another product report 
might also be considered if this route is 
chosen.

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PRODUCT REPORT 
B-Square LWB and 
LWS Mount System 


Presented as a new product announ- 
cement by Rick Hornbeck in the October 
1977 issue of Precision Shooting the B- 
Square mount was hailed as a welcome 
addition to the equipment of the serious 
shooter. 

Listed as weighing 2.5 ounces this 
mount is catching on fast with the 
weight conscious benchrest shooter. It 
is also a mighty fine mount from the 
practical standpoint. 

Initial reactions are varied when the 
new mount is shown for the first time. 
Some shooters recoil as if there were a 
snake present. Others give a serious 
look and go for lunch. Still others break 
out in arash and ask where to get a set. 
It is that kind of mount. Ultimately all 
who view it begin to get serious about it. 

Totally new in concept, this mount 
offers windage and elevation built into 
the base set. It is this feature, along with 
only two screws, which throws the first 
time viewer for a short loss. It is only 
short lived, however, and the system 
catches on as it is examined. 

Looking at either the front or rear set 
reveals a split ring which attaches itself 
to the base and scope with 2 allen head 
screws. Upon close examination the 
rings reveal two little half-moon spacers 
placed on each side of the base. These 
provide the windage. 

In addition, the rear base offers an 
elongated slot between the sides of the 
split ring. This provides elevation adjust- 
ment. 

To operate the system attach the 
bases to your rifle with the screws pro- 
vided (B-Square allen head). Lock 
securely. 


The rear mount of the B-Square system 
shows the provision for vertical adjustment. 
A genuine good idea; it also works. 
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The spacers for windage adjustments. Put 
one on each side or alternate to allow for 
poor alignment of base holes till the rifle 
scope is boresighted at the mid-point in the 
adjustment range. 


Now take a few minutes and set your 
scope so that the dials are at the mid- 
point in the adjustment range (the 
mechanical center). Ideally you will be 
near the center of adjustment when the 
scope is zeroed. 

Attach the front rings to the scope and 
put one shim on each side of the base. 
Tighten only to a point where the tube 
can be moved by hand. 

.Insert the rear rings and place the 
spacers. Tighten to a snug fit only. This 
will allow for motion to align the 
crosswires. 

Check the boresight and the scope. If 
horizontal motion is needed move a 
spacer from one side of a base to the 
other. Check again. If more of the same 
is needed move the opposite set on the 
other base. This pairing allows a large 
adjustment. You should now be close on 
the boresight for horizontal only. 

To do the vertical make sure that the 
front set is snug. Make the rear set tight 
enough to allow for the slipping of the 
rings over the scope tube with some 
effort. 

Now boresight the rifle again. With the 
rifle held firmly move the rear ring either 
forward or backward till the crosshairs 
find the center of the boresight. Lock all 
screws now. 

This little procedure should put you 
close. Firm up any adjustments with the 
scope knobs and you are ready to shoot. 

After trying this sytem for a few times 
you will most likely express amazement 
that it was not done before. Leave it to 
Dan Bechtel of B-Square to do it! 

Once it is set the scope mounts ap- 
pear to be as rigid as any. | suspect that 
they are better than many but have no in- 
struments to test that out. | can only ex- 
press my personal reactions. 

| must admit that | was a bit afraid of 
the system at first. | looked my sample 


set over for a few days before putting it 
on arifle. | have a 722 that possesses the 
most crooked set of scope base holes 
ever to be drilled at Ilion. If the B-Square 
could conquer that monster it was worth 
its weight in coffee. 

Setting the system up offered no prob- 
lems and we were soon on the range for 
testing. Following the procedure out- 
lined above found the rifle on target with 
a minimum of bother. Continued use 
only served to build confidence in the 
mounting system. The initial worry about 
the two screws and the rear fin on the 
base rapidly vanished and the mount is 
now an old friend. 

Speaking personally | feel that this is 
the finest mount for the benchrester. 
Built carefully, finished beautifully and 
priced attractively it offers more per 
ounce than anything we can buy for a ri- 
fle today. It is a fine compliment for the 
excellent barrels, solid stocks, and fine 
optics of the modern target shooter.

Firearms Protector and Lubricant 


Checking a new product is one chore 
that | can always get involved in. There 
is just enough curious in me to keep 
anything which resembles ‘‘new’’ busy 
till it is old or empty. The following report 
is that sort of test. 

| received some sample cans of Gun 
Sav’r shortly after the NSGA show in 
February. Samples were quickly dis- 
patched to all of the Precision Shooting 
staff with instructions to try this on 
everything but the morning toast. Slowly 
the reports returned. 

While | was waiting my can was busy 
spraying everything in the gun cabinet. 
Some opinions were reached. 

This new product, primarily Molyb- 
denum disulfide, is advertised to pro- 
vide lubrication from -25°F to +125°F, 
reduce wear, protect from rust and 
water, stop finger-printing, clean bores 
and prevent fouling. It does all of them. 
We are unable to conduct lab tests to 
determine how much it does work. 

The most obvious advantage to this 
product, in my mind, is the fact that it 
greatly improves the exterior ap- 
pearance of any fine firearm. Many lubri- 
cants wipe on beautifully but vanish as 
soon as it rains or the item is rubbed 
against something. 

Gun Sav’r wipes on nicely and leaves 
a deep sheen to the metal surfaces. It 
really brings up the bluing on a fine rifle, 
handgun or shotgun. After reasonable 
handling and long storage times the 
finish still retains the deep luster which 
vanishes all too soon with some pro- 
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ducts. That is a bonus for the foul 
weather shooter. 

After using a full can | have no reser- 
vations in suggesting that the product is 
tops for exterior coating of blued sur- 
faces. Just a quick spray and a gentle 
wipe will produce a loverly surface.

Bedding Pillars 


Bedding a rifle action into a stock re- 
quires that there be as little motion as 
possible between the parts of the com- 
plete unit. We all know that wood stocks, 
and sometimes fiberglass, tend to grow 
due to temperature and humidity 
changes. 

There are many ways to solve this, one 
of which is the bedding pillar. Often 
made of bedding material the pillar 
eliminates much of the vertical growth of 
the stock and the motion related thereto. 

Seely Masker is making a nice set of 
pillars for use in either wood or glass 
stocks. Made of aluminum they can be 
bedded into the stock around the guard 
screws to aid in the elimination of ex- 
pansion. 

As can be seen in the photo with this 
report they are nicely ribbed to aid in 
holding their place in the stock. Our 
sample set is well machined (too well to 
be hidden in bedding) and milled to the 
shape of the action bottom. 

| have not found a stock to try them on 
yet but | suspect that they are a bit 
longer than necessary.

Benchrest Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about 
the sport of Bench Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 

The act of Bench Shooting con- 
sists of sitting at a bench with a rifle 
resting on sand bags. Ths object of 
this position is to eliminate, as much 
as possible, the errors encounted in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a sport, 
competitive or individual. The per- 
sonal satisfaction gained in the 
ability to place one bullet on top of 
another, thus making a one hole 
group at 100 Yards and often at 200 
Yards, has captivated an enthus- 
iastic interest of many shooters for 
this kind of sport. It is particularly 
suited to both men and women who 
are not interested in indulging in the 
more vigorous or active sports. 
Therefore many Bench Shooters are 
of the older set. This does not mean, 
however, that it does not present a 
challange to the younger shooter; it 
will engage and tax his capabilities 
as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated in the 
years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected 
the most appealing Bench Class, it 
is very important that he attends 
some of the Matches. Here he will 
learn much by asking questions, ob- 
serving the equipment and methods 
used for loading and shooting. Any 
Bench Shooter is more than anxious 
to help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to par- 
ticipate is available for the most 
part, from PRECISION SHOOTING 
advertisers. It includes rifles, 
telescopes, rests, and sand bags, 
loading tools, bullets, cleaning 
materials, powder, primers, etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before 
making purchases.

USAFIC 
SEMINAR NEWS 
Instructor Training Seminar 
of Sept. 28, 29, 1977 

The first regional Instructor Training 
Workshop/Seminar conducted by the 
United States Association of Firearm In- 
structors and Coaches was held Sep- 
tember 28, 29 at Fort Washington, Pa. At- 
tended by over two dozen representa- 
tives of education, security, law enforce- 
ment, and clubs, the workshop afforded 
each participant an opportunity to 
refresh old skills, learn new techniques, 
and exchange ideas with others sharing 
the same instructional interests. 

Two workshops were held: one involv- 
ing the college and university level, in- 
cluding ROTC, and concerned itself with 
smallbore competition training; the 
other workshop/seminar dealt with com- 
bat training. 

An evening seminar was held at a 
local private indoor range (Security 
Systems, Inc.), and it was here that 
several training films were produced. 
These included a slide presentation on 
rifle and handgun, a videotape on rifle 
and handgun, and an 8mm production 
on rifle, handgun, and range training 
problems. Additional videotapes were 
made during the first day’s session on 
combat training showing various firing 
positions and training techniques. 
These audio/visuals are all for instructor 
training, and show both the right and 
wrong ways of doing things. 

Law enforcement personnel present 
felt that this seminar/workshop was able 
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to give them an appreciation and under- 
standing of the similarity and differences 
in approach to many of the instructional 
and operational problems of security 
agencies. This communication was 
deemed a very important part of the 
workshop. 

For those involved in the private sec- 
tor, the seminar/workshop gave them a 
chance to re-evaluate their own training 
programs, and encouraged these com- 
panies to either begin or improve exist- 
ing programs. Special program prob- 
lems were also introduced, such as au- 
tomatic weapon training for nuclear 
security, etc. The guest speaker at the 
second day’s luncheon was H. Wayne 
Sheets, Director of Training and Educa- 
tion for the National Rifle Association. 

Mr. Sheets told the attendees of the 
history of firearm education under NRA, 
and then stressed the ongoing role of 
the instructor in all sectors of training. 
Mr. Sheets also noted that the instructor 
must pay particular attention to the 
training of the youth of our country who 
have an interest in shooting sports, and 
that without this training, we would lose 
our position in much of the shooting 
sports competitive programs. Mr. Sheets 
called upon USAFIC to continue its work 
with instructors, and pledged support 
from NRA in its related programs.
